At present ao water 
Ii bought, while tha lawn area ha* been 
nearly doubled. 


There; is no good reason why the 


money scant upon the grounds o! the 
1 'nivorsitf ahoald not have been pro- 
do otivs of lilce result 1. Thera is prob- 
ably no more difficulty in developing 
water on the ([rounds of one institution 
than on the other. Nor baa there been 
any lack of money that would jusli/y 
the differ en cs. 
The truth ia, there has 


baen enough money spout 
oa the 


ground* of tba University to bring them 
into as good condition as th» ground* 
now are at the other State institution. 
Even if water has to ba bought to gome 
extent lor tha University, that would 
not ba a reason for having a poor •pec-l- 
inen ni a hay ranch la trout o! thaie 
public buildings. Occasionally a little 
pattering ha* been done there in the 
way of developing water. 


Visitors who go from on* institution 


to the oth*r are continually aikiug tha 
reason for tha well-kept grounds at ona 
place and the ntter neglect at the other 
place. It I* simply a difference ot man* 
•jjemont. There oppaara to be no one 
at the University who i* reiponcible for 
thi* oakempt condition. The agricult- 
ural experiment ground* and the prop- 
agating house* are always in order. 
Th«re ought to be among the Ragout*, 
one man. who will turn hi* attention to 
the open ground* about tbe University. 
It i* one man whoa* taita and, oversight 
hava braucht th* grounds of th* other 
Institution np to thi* high itat* of culti- 
vation. What has been done there can 
bo don* on tbe hay and sorrel ran eh in 
trout of the University. It 1* not the 
difference In resource*, for all ateng 
they have been larger where the neglect 
ba* b*en th* greatest. If it i* a differ- 
ence of ta»ta, public ipirlt and faithful- 
ness in th* matter of detail*, the sooner 
tbere I* a new departure tbe batter.

Good Ideas Advanced on the 


Saloon Fight. 


flu Proposition to Lot ibe Peopls 


a Decision, 


The following article on the saloon 


issue has been prepared by a 'well- 
known citizen who lias g-ivcn much 
thought to the various phases of the 
situation. It deserves careful consid- 
eration: 


"There was a mass mooting held In 


the Tabernacle last evening by the va- 
rious religious denominations of this 
city, called by the HEV. William Racier, 
presides of the Society for the Suppres- 
sion of ihe Saloon, Lit which a larg-e 
number of the members oE tlie various 
church soeietles In this city attended. 


"The meeting was addressed by sev- 


eral of their pastors, and the proposi- 
tion was fully discussed with refer- 
ence to the ordinance now before the 
Council looking- to Sunday closing. 


"The opinion was freely expressed 


tha lie movement now in vogue to close 
tho saloons on Sunday was simply the 
beginning of an agitation to entirely 
wipe out the saloon In tills city and 
place 
Oakland 
upon a prohibition 


basis. 


"It Is noticeable that this movement 


is confined almost wholly to the relig- 
ious denominations oE this city, and 
does not seem to bo shared by the pub- 
lic generally. This IK particularly no- 
ticeable, because since the agitation 
was begun In Oakland, and the matter 
has been pending for some weeks, 
there has been no demonstration or 
meetings except those which have been 
precipitated by the pastors of the re- 
ligious denominations, and hence it is 
plainly evident that it Is a religious 
movement rather than one inspired by 
purely temperance principles. 


"It is a well-known fact, not only In 


Oakland,'but elsewhere, that every re- 
ligious denomination is In favor of a 
strict observance o£ the Sabbath, and 
that Is a part and parcel of the tenets 
of the various churches. It is not sur- 
prising that the saloon Is the first and 
most conspicuous point of attack, for 
the reason that the churches In this re- 
spect have allied with them all persona 
antagonistic to the liquor traffic—the 
tcmperar.co people ana tho prohibition- 
ists. For this reason n, mass meeting 
of the various religious denominations 
in this city does not indicate the trend 
of public opinion to any such degree as 
a. general mass meeting of citizens as- 
sembled for tho same purpose. 
The 


latter would.be a fair Indication of 
public opinion upon the subject of tem- 
perance, while the former Is simply an 
expression of the views entertained by 
the 
various communicants oE 
tho 


churches of the city. 


"There was a reference made by 


each 
minister at the meeting to the 


platform of the Non-Partlsjun party 
upon which the various Councilmcn of 
that party were nominated and elected 
at the last election, and it was at- 
tempted to be argued that that plat- 
form was a sufficient warrant to jus- 
tify the City Council—members of that 
party-rin voting for the present ordi- 
nance. This is a very strained and un- 
authorized construction of the plank 
In the platform, which pledged simply 
the nominees of that party to take 
such action looking to the suppression 
of tho saloon as public opinion might 
warrant. Unless, therefore, the action 
taken by the churches of Oakland may 
bo taken to be a trus expression of 
public opinion then no member of the 
Non-Partisan party), voting against 
Sunday closing, can be open to the 
criticism o£ a. violation ol' his party 
pledges. 


"It has been alroafly pointed out that 


there has been no expression of public 
opinion in Oakland outside of that pre- 
cipitated by the various religious de- 
nominations, and though these people, 
like all others, are entitled to a fair ex- 
pression of their opinion and respect- 
ful consideration, yet ft by no means 
indicates that the majority of the peo- 
ple of Oakland are in favor of Sunday 
closing- and share in that opinion thus 
expressed. If wo take the consensus 
ol' opinion as expressed by the inter- 
views which Tho Tribune has taken oc- 
casion to publish, we might with equal 
propriety conclude that a majority of 
the people of Oakland are against Sun- 
day closing-, and ..this conclusion. Is es- 
pecially strengthened when we consid- 
er, the sentiment of the business ele- 
ment of the city, -which is a very Im- 
portant consideration for the welfare 
and growth of our municipality. 


"Butncitherof these expressions can be 


considered a fair indication of public opin- 
ion, and, in fact, there la .no other way of 
ssecuring that test than a submission of 
tho question to the people, and this every 
member of the council, BO far as we are 
advised, Is willing to do, in order that the 
question may bo settled upon that basis. 


"It is said, however, and that question 


is now in tho hands of tho city attorney 
for consideration, that there is no law for 
holding a special election for determining 
this question. If that Is true as a legal 
proposition, it is unfortunate, but there 
can scarcely bo any question about the 
right of the city council to submit that 
question at a general election, 'and, 03 
it has not been heretofore submitted, it 
la suggested that wo proceed uncler pres- 
ent methods till we hold a general elec- 
tion, when the question can .then be put 
upon the. ticket: 'Shall we have Sun- 
day closing in Oakland?'and that wlllglvo 
a fair expression of tho sentiments of the 
public upon that question. 
' 


"This suggestion is based upon consid- 


erations of fairness which will address 
themeslves to-every man who. is unprcj-; 
udiced In the m.atter. Under the • pres- 
ent :,method;_;of.,, allotting.•permission .-'to 
parties to engage in the saloon business 
by the city .orainanccyy'perrnission ' is 
granted, to .parties^aohkiabrecl'elUrltile.-for 
the 'space 'of 'prie.year -to conduct retail. 
'"-'—;. <stabiishrae'jits;.. We" believe? :that' 


the majority of .people now having li- 
censes in.Oakland are in possession oC 
such permits issued by tho council. They 
have gone'to largo expense'in JHtlng up 
their places of business und in preparing 
for the conduct of the same, which they 
probably would not 'have done had they 
known that It was tlio intention of the 
council to wrest from them a .part of 
the time for which thu license Is provid- 
ed. In this view of tho matter It seems 
only fair tiiat^lho council shall continue 
its consideration of this question till It 
shall have an opportunity, as provided In 
Us platform, to legally submit the ques- 
tion to tho people.' At that time It will 
be known by every person engaged in tho 
business that such a question is to bo 
submitted and that the council will abide 
by tho decision of the people as expressed 
at the ballot box. In that case, parties 
engaging in the liquor business will do 
so with tlioii- eyes opon and will bo en- 
titled to no equitable cor.sicleratioii in Lho 
premises. 


".It Is true that, there are about 200 sa- 


loons in tlilo city which at the present 
time lire open on Sunday, but it is also 
true that this Sunday opening has been 
in operation in this city for years and 
up to the present agitation there has 
boon little It any complaint as to tho 
methods of conducting this business, and 
it would appear to a disinterested person, 
tliat inasmuch as wo lnivo pursued this 
course for a great number of years wo 
can now continue till such time as tho 
matter may be submitted to the people at 
a general election. This will save a great 
rlcLil of heart-burning and turmoil which 
Is not advantageous for the city's growth 
or welfare, and tcmls to keep tho people 
In a Hi.ato of ferment which is prejudicial 
to Its business Interests."

Settles Disputes.

.WASHINGTON, • Juno 3,-In tho

preme Court today Judge Gray announc- 
ed a decision in the caso of Henry Hil-

the University show less cultivation 
than a second class bay ranch.

These are 
both public institution* hardly more 
than half a milo apart, 
Tba foreground 


of one has been made one of the most 
beautiful landscapes in the State. Tho 
foreground o! tbo other is a poor speci- 
men ol aa uncultivated 'hay ranch. 
The coarse grasses ara just now going to 
sued. Tba wholo aspect is barren an t 
repugnant to one's ideas oE good tuete. 
Than thure are hare and there foot 
piths muiting out offa that look r.a 
much like mule paths as anything 
olss. Finally, by way o! "improve- 
ment,." there are a few plank walks that 
by careful footing, one might get over 
without having the soles of his shoes 
tilled frith slivara. There is no good 
excuse for this contrast in the appear- 
ance of the public grounds of those iu- 
Btltutiona. One furnishes an instance o! 
nogloct and the other pi scrupulous care 
and goud taste. 


Whenever tha 
difference ia pointed 


c.ui thera in the old story of a lack ot 
water and a Sack of lands. Strictly 
speaking, neither of these has been 
lacking to the extent that justifies any 
such neglact. Toe Deaf, Dumb and 
Blind Institution encountered the eatno 
difficulties. 
No special funds have ever 


been set apart for the oare oi tbo 
grounds, und the water supply haa al 
ways baen short. 
Occasionally a fen 


thousand gallons huvo been bought. 
But moat of the water has bean doval- 
opsd oa the premises. Every gallon 
used on the spacious lawns is taken 
from wells sunk on the grounds. Moat 
of the water usad in tha institution ia 
drawn from tnnoals that have been 
bored in the hilla. At present no water 
Ii bought, while the lawn area has been 
nearly doubled. 


There J is 110 good ronson why 
the 


money qpant upon the grounds o! the 
University ehonld' not hnvo baen pro- 
ductive of like result-.!. 
TUeca ia prob- 


ably no more difficulty in dovel oping 
water on the grounds of one institution 
than on tho other. Nor has there been 
any lack ol money that would justify 
tho difference. 
The truth is, thera has 


boan onongh money 
spont 
on 
the 


grounds of the University to bring them 
into as good condition uu lha grounds 
now are at tha other State Institution. 
Even if water has to be bought to Home 
entont for tho University, that would 
not ba a reason for having • poor speci- 
men of a hay ranch la front o? those 
public bnildinga. Occasionally a little 
poiteriug has baen done thera In the 
way of developing watar. 


Visitors who go from ona institution 


to the other are c«ntinu»lly askiajt the 
reason lor tha wall-kept grounds at on* 
place and tha utter neglect at tho other 
place. It is simply a difference of man- 
agement. Thera appears to ba no one 
at the University who ia responsible for 
toil unkempt condition. The agricult- 
ural experiment grounds and tho prop- 
agatiug houses ate always in order. 
There ought to be among the Bageati, 
one man, who will turn hit attention (o 
the open grounds about the University. 
It is one man whole taste and oversight 
hav« brought tha grounds of the other 
institution up to this high state of culti- 
vation. What has been dona thera can 
be dona on tbe bay and.sorrel ranch In 
front of tho University. It is not the 
difference in resources, for all along 
their have been larger where the noplect 
has been tha greatest. If it is a differ- 
ence of taste, public spirit aad faithful- 
nesi in tha matter of details, the sooner 
there 16 • new departure the better. 


THAT ia a novel plan of a farmers' 


encampment at Wrights, on top ot tha 
Santa Ornz mountains. Bat it is right 
there 'that there haa boon one of the 
greatest agricultural triumphs in the 
State. A few years ago these inminiks 
wera covered with timber and under- 
brush. Now there are orchards and 
vineyarda nod a prospered! mountain 
community. They propose now to hava a 
summer term oi instruction under the 
moat competent teachers to ba drawn 
from the two great tralveraUfoi. Not 
only tntia mountain men,- bat others 
from a distance will ba drawn tbera to 
•hare in these special 
advantages.

But this is the first instance 
where farmers have attended a mid- 
summer sbhoo! of agriculture on top of a 
mountain.

The following article on the saloo 


issue has been prepared by a well 
known citizen who has given muc 
thought to the various phases of th 
situation. It deserves careful conslcl 
ciatlon: 


"Thcic was a mass meeting1 held I 


the Tabernacle last evening by the va 
lious religious, denominations of thi 
city, called by the Rev. William Radcr 
prcsldon of the Society for theSuppres 
s!on of the Saloon, ac which a larg 
number of the members ot the variou 
church societies in thib city attended. 


"The meeting was addressed by sev 


oral ol their pastors, and the proposi 
tion was fully discussed with rcfei 
fncc to the ordinance now before th 
Council looking to Sunday closing. 


"The opinion was freely expre^se. 


tha he movement now in vogue to clos 
the saloons on Sunday was simply th 
beginning of an agitation to entirel; 
\\lpe out the saloon in this city am 
place 
Oakland 
upon a prohibltior 
basis. 


"It is noticeable that this movemen 


is confined almost wholly to the relig 
lous denominations of this city, an 
does not seem to be shared by the pub 
lie genet ally. This is particularly no 
ticeable, because since the agitation 
was begun In Oakland, and the matte 
has been pending for some weeks 
there has been no demonstration o 
meetings except those which have been 
precipitated by the pastors of the ic 
ligious denominations, and hence it i: 
plainly evident that it is a religion 
movement rather than one inspired b; 
Surely temperance principles. 


"It Is a well-known fact, not only 5n 


Oakland, but elsewhere, that every re 
llgious denomination Is In favor of a 
fctrlct observance of the Sabbath, an_ 
that Is a pare and parcel of the tenets 
of the various churches. It is not sur 
prising that the saloon is the first and 
most conspicuous point of attack, fo- 
the reason that the churches In this re 
spect have allied with them all persons 
antagonistic to the liquor traffic—the 
temperance people and the prohibition 
ists. For this lenson a mass meeting 
of the various religious denominations 
in this city does not indicate the trcnc 
of public opinion to any such degree aa 
a general mass meeting of citizens us 
sembled for the same purpose. 
The 


latter would bo a fair indication o: 
public opinion upon the subject of tern 
porance, while the former )s simply an 
expression of the views entertained by 
the 
various 
communicants of 
the 


churches of the city. 


"There was a reference made by 


each 
minister at the meeting to tho 
platform of the Non-Partisan party 
upon which the various Councilmen of 
that party were nominated and elected 
at the last election, and it was at- 
tempted to be argued that that plat- 
form was a sufficient warrant to Jus- 
tify the City Council—members of that 
party—In voting for the present ordi- 
nance. This is a very strained and un- 
authorized construction of the plank 
in the platform, which pledged simply 
the nominees of that party to take 
such action looking to the suppression 
of tho saloon as publlo opinion might 
warrant. Unless, therefore, the action 
taken by the chui ches of Oakland may 
DC taken to be a truo expression of 
public opinion then no member of the 
Non-Partlsan party!, voting against 
Sunday closing, can bo open to tho 
criticism of a violation of his party 
pledges. 


"It has been already pointed out that 
hero has been no expression of public 
opinion in Oakland outside of that pre- 
cipitated by the various religious de- 
lomination1?, and though thesa people, 
Ike all others, aro entitled to a fair ex- 
pression of their opinion and respect- 
ful consideration, yet it by no means 
ndicates that the majority of the poo- 
>le of Oakland are in favor of Sunday 
closing and share in that opinion thus 
xpressed. If wo take the consensus 


of opinion as expressed by tho inter- 
views which The Tribune has taken oc- 
casion to publish, we might v/ith equal 
propriety conclude that a majority of 
he people of Oakland are against Sun- 
day closing, and this conclusion Is es- 
pecially strengthened when we consid- 
er the sentiment of the business ele- 
ment of the city, whicli is a very 1m- 
>ortant consideration for the welfare 
and growth of our municipality. 


"Butncitherof these expressions can be 


conslclcrcdafalrlndicatlon of public opin- 
on, and. In fact, there Is no other way of 
securing that test than a submission of 
ho question to the people, and this every 
member of tho council, so far as we aro 
advised, is willing to do. In order that tho 
question may bo settled upon that basis.

Under the pres- 
ent method of, allotting permission to 
parties to engage in the saioon business 
by tho city ordinance, - permission is 
granted to parties considered eligible for 
the space of one year to conduct retail 
liquor establishments. We believn that

the majority of people now having 11- 
cento-, in Oakland aro In possession of 


permits issued by tho council. They 


havo gonu to large expense in fitting up 
their plncos of business and In preparing 
toe the conduct of the same, which they 
probably would not have done had they 
known that it was the intention of the 
council to wrest from them a .part of 
the time for which tho license is provid- 
ed. In this view of the mattur it seems 
only fair that, tho council shall continue 
its consideration of this question till it 
shall have an oppoitunity, as provided In 
its platfoira, to legally submit tho ques- 
tion to the people.' At that time It will 
be kncmn by every person engaged in tho 
business that sucli a question is to bo 
submitted and that tho council will ablOo 
by the decision of tho people as expressed 
at tho ballot box. In that case, parties 
engaging in the liquor business will do 
so with their eyes open and will bo en- 
titled to no equitable consideiatlon in tho 
premises.

This will save a great 
deal oC heart-burning and turmoil which 
Is not advantageous, for the city's growth 
or wcliaic, and tendj to keep tho people 
In a state of fci ment which ib prejudicial 
to its business Interests."

OMAHA, June 3.—A special to the 


Bee from Curtis, Neb., says. Curtis 
lake broke from its banks late yester- 
day afternoon, and the volume of wa- 
ter 
released 
cairied 
destruction 


through Medicine Valley. 


The lake coveied 100 acres and waa 


constructed as an irrigation reservoir 
and incidentally to furnish power to 
the Cut Us Roller Mills. 


An enormous dam was built across 


the mouth of Wilde canyon where it in- 
teicepts Medicine river, and all tho 
water drained from the teirltoiy to 
the north, some thirty square miles, 
v>as conilncd In an artificial basin. 


The enormous flood that lias passed 
into tho lake in the past five days was 
too heavy lor the dam. 
The first Intimation the Curtis citi- 
zens had that tho locality was threat- 
ened with 
disaster was when the 
banks of the lake burst with a roar 
thnt could bo heard several miles, and 
a wall of water ten fret hish rushed 
down tho valley, carrying everything 
in its path. 
Houses, fieight cars, stock and moun- 
tain clebiis wa-i caught up and dashed 
about like feathers. 
The fine roller mills, which occupied 
the ea.st side of the great ravine, re- 
ceived the first shock of the torrent, 
and the building was almost ruined. 
The damage in this direction alone lb 
estimated at $20,000. 


A few hundred yaids below the mills 
the torrent passed a narrow defile. 
Its progxess was impeded, but only 
for an 'Instant. 


Then the heavy embankments gave 
way and a v,a.ll of water rushed 
tlnouqh, cutting a path 100 yards wide. 


A number of freight cars standing 
on the tiack close to tho point under- 
mined were precipitated into the river, 
boing carried down the stream like 
straws. 


Tho railroad company's loss is about 
?2'5,000. 


As tho walls of! water passed beyond 
the city it rapidly spioad out over an 
immense territory and Its powers of de- 
struction were toriespondlngly in- 
creased. 


VALUABLE CROPS RUINED. 


Tho damage, however, was 
merely 
shifted, as tho extensive alfalfa mead- 
ows for many miles to tho south were 
flooded by several feet of water, and 
feats are entertained that the ciop 
will bo permanently dostioyed. 
All the details from the south whore 
the torrent passed indicate -very exten- 
sive damage. 
Farm products of every description 
weio engulfed, and in many instances 
wheiu the homes of farmers were in 
the imn.ediate vicinity of the valley 
the disaster was almost ruinous. 
Small buildings %vere swept away or 
undermined in such a manner as to bo 
rendered worthless, and In somo sec- 
tions the water r^-so so rapidly as to 
seiiously menace tue lives of lamilics. 


No loss of, life has thus far been ic- 
ported. 


Twenty miles to tho south, where 
Medicine Valley is confined to a small 
space, it Is believed that the damage 
will be tho heaviest.

I3em walked 11,000 miles. His partner, 
Louis Budinlch, joined him at Lima. 
Peru. 
From the day of tho start Chi- 


cago has been the objective point of 
thoso two champion walkers of the world. 
These travelers were met by COD fellow 
countrymen living In Chicago. Headed 
by a band and with banners flying tho 
pcdofatilans were mavched 'to tho city 
hall. There tho tramp, with the South- 
cm cross ever at their backs and tho polar 
btar <io their guide, was ended. 


Their luggage consisted of a bundle of 


papers and certificates numbering 2.000, 
attesting to the rrcmilnpiicss of tho tramp 
thev claimed to havo mmlc. 


August I, li>,i2, Anton Bern started from 


Buenos Ayres, South America, with tho 
v<ry laudahln object of visiting Chicago, 
North America. Though ho had money 
enough to get there by water, he was 
seized with an odd notion of going bv 
1.11*1 and trusting to Ills own feet for 
transportation. As ho briefly tells his 
story he left Buenos Ayrcs accompanied 
by two Germans. They abandoned tho 
journey after walking forty long Spanish 
lo.isnos o\or tho pampas of Ai,tontine up 
tho river Plata. Bom entered Ascunslon 
ilohe. Unaccomp inicd he loft th.it city, 
crossed the Amies and descended Into 
Peru 
At Lima ho met Budimch and so 
interested him in the prospect of jour- 
neying on foot to Chicago that Budinlch 
joined him. 


The comrades footed it to Quito, Ecu- 
ador, 
scaling 
mountain 
peaks 
and 
marching through forests. From Quito 
through mountain passes and over moun- 
tains, thcv continued their journey to 
Granda, United States of Colombia. 
From there they walked to Panama and 
then began their journey through Cen- 
tral America. They skilled tho western 
coast, (.topping at Managua, Corlnto, and 
othor recently celebrated Nica.raguan 
points and finally got into Mexico. 
From the City of 31 xlco they tramp»<3 
to San Luis Fotosl. ai.ii entered tho Unit- 
ed States via Laredo. 
"We felt then, March 1,1803," Slid Bern, 
"as If our journey was at an ond, but we 
h.-ve since talked through Texas, Ai- 
kansas, Missouri and Illinois to Chicago." 


Bern is a gymnasium graduate and Is a 
topographical engineer or map maker, aa 
ho torms It. Budinlch Is well educated. 
They are going to write a book descrip- 
tive of thefr long tramp, and •nil! ro- 
main in tho city until it is published. 
They have a full itinerary of tho jour- 
no, during -^hich they swam twenty- 
bcvon rivers. They also have certificates 
of the President of every country through 
uhlch they passed and of tho Alcalde, or 
mayor, of every city they visited to at- 
test to the truth of their having walked 
fjom Buenos Ay res to Chicago.

Hordes Are Pouring in From 


All Quarters, 


Commissioner Fitzgerald Has an Eye 


on Pleasanton. 


Kot duo* the excitement which culmi- 


nated in the passage of the Chinese Exclu- 
sion actbai an; question of international 
importance cnuaed BO much thought and 
interest in this State as that which menaces 
the welfare of the wiilie laborer—through 
Jupaneee immigration. 


In all p.irls of the State tbeae little for- 


cignera are industriously working at any- 
thing that may be offered them in the line 
of employment—quietlj yet systamatically 
drlrlng out the white labor. The effect of 
the importation of this class is just, bogin- 
mug to be felt ao toe season fcr harvesting, 
bop picking and fruit gathering >n(j pack- 
ing baa begun, and the white men going 
Into the country In learch of work are con- 
fronted on every hand with ganKO of 
Japaneie who are earning the -vuges which 
should belong to American latior. 
Toe late etriugency and Business de- 
jiresiion has thrown thouvandu of capable 
men out of employment, who»u conaitlou 
might beiiuprored in iv fjreiit degree were 
they able to obtain the work they are 
vainly seeking, and to have tidned to their 
present misfortune their aupplantatiou by 
alien laborer* is so incoming thi>m that a 
crisis which will narallel (hat of tbo Chi- 
nese question I* Imminent at no distant 
period, if meaiures are not taken to 
remedy mature. 
Every steamer arrivlne in Snn Fran- 
cisco from across the Pacific or from 
Victoria, B. 0., has Its compliment of 
Japanese ateorage passengers, who are 
inuklng tbii State their destination for the 
purpoie of hirinc out as farm laborers, 
nop and fruit pickers, domestic) and other 
liae* of employment which they mav be 
qualified to undertake, 
Thus far tbo authorities have been un- 
able to restrict this clnsi of alien labor, 
owing to the well drilled manner in which 
the wily Jap satisfies the interrogatiou of 
the United States Commissioner of Immi- 
gration. 
Upon arrival in San Francisco, they are 
carefully examined by this otllcor Jn ordsr 
to discover any cluo which intent lead in 
their arrest and cocrictlon under the law 
which prohibits the importation of alien 
contract labor. While those interested In 
the question are morally certain the men 
arrivu under contract, it bases yet been 
impossible to««cure oufflciunt evidence to 
warrant a 
I rial upon tbat ground—the 
reason for wnloh la ihu'j explained: 
In Kobe, from whence nearly nil bail, an 
Americanized Jap has opened a school lor 
tho purpose of instructlug bis countrymen 
bow to erode the United States law, and 
after they are thoroughly taught the lesson 
Ibev are shipped to this country. 


Wbeu questioned by tbo immigration 


offlcer here upon arrival—they profess to 
know nothing except when questioned re- 
garding their landing and tucir intended 
business here; then they are perfectly at 
homo and give straightforward answers. 
While under examination they are ex- 
ceedingly timorous, very often shaking os 
one palsied and sometimes even fainting; 
bat no matter bow severe their mtn'.ul 
strain, tbolr well learned lessons are re- 
cited perfectly. 
Five year* ago there were upwards of 
100,000 Cmneie In California, but the num- 
r.or ho* diminished to 25,000, thure being 
not over 5000 in Ban Francisco. Today 
there are at least 8000 Japanese in the Stale 
—one-third the number of Chinese. 


AH EASY GATZ. 


Another route by which they arrive is 


Victoria, B. C-, where there are 1000 await- 
ing shipment to this State. Whoa toe Cana- 
dian Pacific Kailroad established its trans- 
pacific line of steamers, a bid was made for 
the transportation ot thoea aliens, and in 
Order to facilitate the work of handling 
them (. contract was entered into with the 
Treasniy Department whereby a United 
States C;ommiisiODer has been stationed at 
•very point on the Canadian hue where 
communication with this country is estao- 
l:sh«d. 


Upon arrival in Victoria they are exam- 
ined by ihe officer at tbat point, and a card 
issued fiivin* them open sesame to (be 
United States. U'bts oard recites tbe name 
of tbe bolder, bis age, height, complexion, 
bears the signature of 
the examining 
authority without seal or otber identifica- 
tion to prove tbe genuineness of the pass- 
port. 


When these cards are presented to the 
officer at San Francisco, Qe bas no alter- 
native but to idmit them. This is a mat- 
ter ot system wbicb is susceptible, of im- 
provement. They are generally in gangs 
and are consigned to one ol several board- 
Ing house keepers in San Francisco whose 
plac3s are at 270 Brannan street, 3 Clay 
uvenue, 111 Prospect avenue, 10 Central 
avenue, 629Ji Geary street, 429 Stevenson 
street 
They generally remain two or 
three days in tbe metropolis and are then 
transported to various points in the State, 
Tba method of contracting for them ia so 
ingenious that it is quite impossible to 
ODtain evidence enough for conviction. 


In I tie large f rnit and farming districts 
the contractors make their headquarters. 
At frequent intervals tbey call on tbe em- 
ployers and take orders for any number of 
men—who are immediately set to work. 
Each ganc 13 in obtuse of a foreman of tbe 
came race, wbo receives double the wages 
paid to the others. It the work performed 
by any of them is unsatisfactory tbay are 
replaced by new ones. The farmer con- 
tracts with the resident Jap for the help, 
and consequently pays him for tbe laoor 
performed, and be In turn settles with the) 
men. It is said tbat a royalty of 10 cents 
per man per day Is charged by tbe con- 
tractor to eacb man for whom be finds em- 
ployment Tbe scale of wages paid is from 
40 cents to $1 per day, some earning as 
high as $1 25 per day, where they are paid 
by the amount of work performed. 
Tbey 


live in camps ana board themselves. 
These aliens are making such inroads 
upon white labor tbat it is la a serious 
condition, and if some a tops are not im- 
.mediately taken to check the influx, the 
Stale will soon bi threatened with an np- 
lisng of tbe whites 
aa 
against these 
usurpers. , 


A SO&CTIOS TO THK TBOUBLK. 


Labor Commisiloner 
Fititeratd 
has

unemployed against these people, wbo an 
taking from them tbeir meant oi liveli- 
hood. He has made some very iniportan t 
•SOVM in tba natter and, acting in oon-

—not only by stopping the wholesale 
violation ol the law*, but will nlsa replace 
these foreigners with good, reliable white 
labor. 


HI* method of accomplishing this nnd 
will be ID the Inauguration ol a Free Em- 
ployment Bureau in connection with tbe 
State Bureau of Labor Statistics. It is his 
iniontion to open this b'ureau on the 15th 
of July find be believes tn&t within nlxtv 
days from that date t ot less than 20 000 
white laborers, v;ho are seeuing work, will 
bs registered. The system be has adopted 
will insure to the, farmer or fruit grower 
reliable help alter tne first trial—as a 
record of every man who is found otnploy- 
m«nt will be kept in such a manner »3 to 
absolutely insure good, reliable workmen. 
Mnch complaint has been made ae»lnst 
the white help by thojn wbo are using 
foreigners and make as tlielr, excuse tlmt 
the white man Is in many instances unre- 
liable. With a State institution, at his 
back and the report ot the employer KB to 
his qualification on record, it wi 1 bs eefn 
that m a short time tbe Labor Commis- 
sioner will be in a position to recommend 
only trustworthy and reliable workrnmi. 
Il Id Mr. Fnwrald'sintention to r€quest 
the co-operation of the employers nj Ubor 
ihrougho-.u tlie State in the matter of ai- 
sisting the 15.000 to 25.010 unemployed 
persons, many of whom bave families'de- 
pendent upon them—wbo «ro in alraojt 
a starving condition, to .the end tbat thuoc 
men may be niven work instead of the im- 
ported coollo. thoroughly bel'eving thui 
"charity begins at home."

Too Pacific Mail Staam- 
ehip Company has ot late years sub- 
ordinated the passenger bnsineaB to 
freight. la this particular instance the 
Colima bad a deckload of lumber— 
about the worst freight that could be 
carried la that way it a storm waa to ba 
encountered. There is no doubt that thia 
deckload shifted and was one cnuia of 
the disaster. It is a pity that tho law 
limits the liability of the shipowners* 10 
that in thia instance, notwithstanding 
grosa mismanagement, they cannot b» 
made to respond in heavy damages for 
this las* of human Ufa. 


MANY will read with rogrst the an- 


nouncement of the death, of Emily 
Faithful, the Eaicliah woman, who was 
u pioneer in presenting tho claims of 
•women for employment ucd fair remun- 
eration. In tho winter of 1382-83 Blie 
came to thw coast. She delivered one or 
more lectures In Oakland to a largo andl- 
encs, outlining to some extent her work. 
The typograph-.cal establishment which 
she founded for the exclusive employ- 
ment of women, was the first of the 
kind ever established in the world. 
Hiss Faithful was not a 
brilliant 


woman, and the boob which she pnb- 
lished on her "1'nreo Visita to America," 
including » description of Mormon lifo 
at Salt Lake, lacked nil tho grace of 
good literary taste. Her force of char- 
acter and untiring zeal and push made 
her a power in the world when there 
were few women who had bucome laad- 
•ra in any ludustrial culling.

Bat with these draw- 


backs, they went to tbe front and wan 
:i a*ries of memorable victories. It was 
the triumph of blood an* brawn and 
high spirit. 


Better Days fop Mines. 


Itwin C. Stump 13 quoted to the effect 


that he look« for a "general boom in 
mining properties in the United States." 
He notes that tbore has boon • great 
change in London of late touching min- 
ing properties. 
For Borne time thMe 


was very little demand for mines. Now 
nine-tenths of tbe business done by 
broker* is in mining stocks, which they 
would not touch a few months ago. 
This Increase of mining Interest is also 
»otod in New York. In London an ex- 
ploration company was formed, of which 
the Rothschilds were supposed to be the 
backers, to find new mines In Australia 
*nd Africa. 


It Is hinted that a similar Association 


Is about to be farmed in Now York, to 
include such men as Senator Jones, D. 
O. Mills and John W. Jlackay. These 
men have for years been looking out for 
good mine*. Mills is one of tho largest 
owners in the 
Treadwell mine 
in 


Alaska, the most productive gold mine 
on this continent Tho truth is, a good 
mine can always be sold as soon as U 
has been developed far enough to dem- 
onstrate Ite productive capacity. There 
have always bsen many exoloring com- 


' panics prosecuting an active search for 


good mines. New York has gradually 
become the center of a great mining in- 
terest. 


That there is to bs a great revival o! 


mining iutormta one o»n hardly doubt. 
It will be a paf t of the general upward 
tendency of business. 
It may not 


amount to a "boom." The c»nter of 
this interest has bean transferred from 
San Francisco to New York, Wkat 
miners h«ra most need is. capital at 
the outset. Any organization that will 
place this within reach would bring 
many a premising mine up to the pay- 
ing point. A strong association In N ew 
York, working after the manner of tho 
strongest in London, might do great 


By 'War o' Contrast* 


Some months ago n public spirited 


citizen from a distant State, having 
heard much about the University o 
California, 
and especially about tbi 


beauty of the situation, on his arriva 
hera hastened over to Berkeley to look 
over the grounds of the institution. 
Landing at the end of the electric road, 
he expected in another mmuto .to have 
a vision of rural beauty on the well kopl 
grounds of the matitution. He stepped 
over the line, look one look at the 
grounds and turned away in disappoint- 
ment. He did not want even a seconc 
look. So much natural beauty, am 
such ntter neglect 1 


At present the opon grounds about 


the ^University show leas cultivation 
than a second class bay ranch. 
There 


is a volunteer crop o! oats, ensat, sorre 
and weeds, Theas grounds could be 
made the moat attractive in the State. 
Why are they neglected? Now there 
has been expended on these grounds 
three or four times the amount of money 
that 
has 
boou 
expanded on 
th 


grounds 
of 
tho Daaf, Dumb 
and 


Blind 
Institution. 
Every

ones struck with the cultivation and 
beauty of these grounds. The fore- 
grounds are 'all laid down to l.vwaa, 
which are kept 
fresh 
and 
neatly 


trimmed the year round. There is not 
a weed nor a bunch of foul growth to b 
seen anywhere. The ornamental plants 
are oared for, and the orchards are 
a model of good cultivation Roses, 
palms and floweuntf plants are tho de- 
light 01 the eye. 
Now these grounds 


are cultivated aad kaat in ordur at a 
very email expenditure 
The hlghoj 


standard of care and cultivation is maic 
lamad the year round. 


\Vny IB tills care m ouo lustanca and 


turn neglect la tbe oluor? These are 
both public institutioni hardly more 
than half a mile apnrt. The foreground 
of one has been made one of the mos 
oeaatifnl landscapes in tbe Slate. Tho 
foreground of the other ia a poor speci- 
men of an uncultivated hay ranch. 
The coarse grasses are juat now going to 
saed. The whole aspect is barren an d 
repugnant to one's ideas of good taete. 
Then there are here and there foot 
paths mtucing cat 
offu that look r.a 


much like mule paths as anything 
olse. Finally, by way o! "improve- 
ment," thore are a few plank walks that 
by careful footing, one might get over 
without having the soles of his shoes 
tilled with slivers. Thoro is no gooc 
excuse for thia contrast ia tho appsar- 
anco of the public grounds of thuao in- 
stitutions. One furnishes an instance o. 
neglect and the other of scrupulous care 
and good taste. 


Whenever tho difference ia pointed 


cui there is the old story of a lack of 
water and a lack of lunde. Btrictlv 
spoaking, neither of these has been 
lacking to the extent that justifies any 
such neglect. Toe. Deaf, Dumb aad 
Blind Institution encountered the same 
difficulties. 
No special funds have ever 


been set apart for the care of tbe 
grounds, and the water supply has al- 
ways boon short. Occasionally a fen 
thousand gallons havo been bought. 
But most of the water has been dov.il- 
opsd on the premises. Every gallon 
used on the spacious lawna Is tnkon 
from wells sunk on the grounds. Moat 
of the wutcr used in tho institution is 
drawn from tunnels that have bean 
bored in the hilla. At present no water 
la bought, while the lawn area has been 
nearly doubled. 


There, is no good reason why tho 


money spant upon the grounds oJ tho 
Univereity should not htivo been pro- 
ductive of like result;. Thero is prob- 
ably no more difficulty ic developing 
water on the grounds of one institution 
than on tho^otber. Nor has there been 
any lack of money that would Justify 
the difference. 
The truth ia, there has 


been enough money 
epont on the 


grounds of tbe University to bring them 
into as good condition an lb.9 grounds 
iioware at tha other State institution. 
Even If water ha* to bo bought to aoma 
eztent lor the University, that would 
not bo a reason for having a poor speci- 
men of a hay ranch In front o! thaae 
public building*. Occasionally a little 
pattering has been done thera la the 
way of developing water. 


Visitors who go from one institution 


to the other are continually asking the 
reason for tha well-kept grounds at on* 
place and the niter neglect at the other 
place. It is simply a difference of man- 
agement. There appeara to be no one 
at the University who is responsible for 
this unkempt eondition. The agricult- 
ural experiment grounds and the prop- 
agating houses are always in order. 
There ought to be among the Regents, 
one man. who will tarn his attention to 
the open grounds aboiu tee University. 
It ia one man whose taste and oversight 
hava braught the grounds of tbe other 
Institution up to this) high atate of culti- 
vation. What has been done there can 
be done on tbe hay and sorrel ranch In 
front of the University. It is not the 
difference ID resources, for all along 
they have been larger where the neglect 
has been the greatest. If it is a differ- 
ence of taste, public spirit aad faithful- 
ness ia the matter of dataila, tha sooner 
there Ia a new departure the better.
